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1 . UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL REPORTED THAT, BY DECISIVE 
MARGIN OF 67-22, RESPONDENTS IN HARRIS SURVEY RELEASED 
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THURSDAY REJECTED CESSATION OF SALT NEGOTIATIONS. UPI SAID 
SURVEY INDICATED 67-24 PERCENT MAJORITY APPROVED OF PRESI- 
DENT CARTER'S CONDEMNATION OF SOVIET UNION'S TREATMENT OF 
DISSIDENTS, BUT BREAKING OF DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH 
MOSCOW OVER DISSIDENTS ISSUE WENT DOWN 75-15 PERCENT.

TOUGHER APPROACH TOWARD CONGRESS, WHERE MANY OF HIS 
MAJOR BILLS REMAIN STALLED OR HAVE ALREADY BEEN KILLED 
FOR THIS SEASON." 

3. KENNETH BACON OF WALL STREET JOURNAL SAID CARTER'S 
VETO "IS POLITICALLY RISKY BECAUSE IT COMES AT TIME WHEN 
BOTH CONGRESS AND PUBLIC ARE INCREASINGLY WORRIED THAT 
CARTER ADMINISTRATION IS FAILING TO MATCH GROWING SOVIET 
MILITARY POWER." BACON SAID "WHITE HOUSE ALREADY HAS 
SET UP 'SPECIAL PROJECTS GROUP' TO ORCHESTRATE PUBLIC 

AND CONGRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR PRESIDENT'S DECISION BEFORE 
HOUSE VOTES ON AN ATTEMPT TO OVERTURN VETO AFTER ITS 
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LABOR DAY RECESS." 

4. NICHOLAS DANILOFF OF UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL SAID 
THREE NUCLEAR EXPERTS SENT LETTER TO PRESIDENT CARTER 
CHALLENGING ENERGY DEPARTMENT (DOE) ARGUMENT THAT PERIODIC 
NUCLEAR TESTS ARE NEEDED TO CHECK RELIABILITY OF NATION'S 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS. RICHARD GARWIN, NORRIS BRADBURY AND J. 
CARSON MARK SAID THEY BELIEVED RELIABILITY OF U.S. NUCLEAR 
STOCKPILE COULD BE ASSURED WITHOUT FURTHER TESTING. 

EXPERTS SAID IF CTB TREATY IS CONCLUDED, U.S. COULD STILL 

TEST NON-NUCLEAR COMPONENTS OF ITS WEAPONS. IF DOUBTS 
AROSE ABOUT QUALITY OF NUCLEAR COMPONENT, IT COULD BE 
TOTALLY REPLACED, THEY SAID. DANILOFF SAID THREE SCI- 
ENTISTS OBJECTED SPECIFICALLY TO TESTIMONY MONDAY BY 
DONALD KERR, DOE ASSISTANT SECRETARY FOR DEFENSE PROGRAMS, 
WHO TOLD HOUSE ARMED SERVICES SUBCOMMITTEE THAT IF U.S. 

SIGNED CTB TREATY, IT WOULD NEED TO MAKE OCCASIONAL TESTS 
TO CHECK QUALITY OF NUCLEAR STOCKPILE. DANILOFF SAID 
SENATOR EDWARD KENNEDY JOINED THREE SCIENTISTS IN ATTACKING 
KERR. IN HIS OWN LETTER TO CARTER. KENNEDY CITED KERR'S 
INSISTENCE ON NEED FOR SOME TESTS. "NOT ONLY DO THESE 
STATEMENTS UNDERCUT PRESIDENT'S POLICY BUT THEY AMOUNT TO 
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GROSS MISREPRESENTATION OF IMPLICATIONS OF CTB FOR OUR 
NATIONAL POLICY. FACT IS THAT CTB CAN BE ACHIEVED WITHOUT 
ANY SIGNIFICANT DEGRADATION OF OUR NUCLEAR WEAPONS STOCK- 
PILE. CTB WILL SERVE TO FREEZE NUCLEAR WEAPONS TECHNOLOGY
